Halifax is about to get its 
fill of top-notch curling — 
and a rockin’ good time. 

The best men’s curlers in 
Canada will compete for 
national supremacy when 
the Tim Hortons Brier 
opens Saturday at the 
Metro Centre, and along 
with the 81st annual event 
comes the legendary Brier 
Patch, where more than a 
few libations are passed 
around. 

“It’s a festival — a party 
— and there’s a whole lot 
more going on than just 
the curling,” said New¬ 
foundland and Labrador 
skip Brad Gushue, who 
gained fame when he won 
gold at the 2006 Winter 
Olympics in Italy. 

“The Brier Patch might 
be more legendary than the 
Brier and the curling. It’s a 
real good time and the city 
really comes alive around 
an event like this.” 

The curling doesn’t get 
much better, and Halifax — 
which last welcomed the 
event in 2003 and is now a 
six-time Brier host — 
knows from experience. 
Word among the curlers is 
Haligonians throw one of 
the best Briers around. 

“To be honest, the 2003 is 
probably my favourite 
Brier,” said Gushue, who 
has yet to win a national ti¬ 
tle. “We think it’s going to 
be a pretty good show.” 

“It’s a ftm-loving crowd,” 
added 2007 Brier-winning 
skip Glenn Howard of On¬ 
tario. “It’s typical of the 
Eastern mentality — ftm- 
loving and love life — and 
you can just sense it when 


you’re in amongst the 
crowd.” 

Although two-time de¬ 
fending champion Kevin 
Martin won’t be competing 
after winning gold at the 
Vancouver Games, there 
are some marquee names 
in the field. 


Gushue and former 
world champions Howard 
and Jeff Stoughton of Mani¬ 
toba are among the best on 
the planet, while others, 
such as Nova Scotia’s Ian 
Fitzner-LeBlanc, are look¬ 
ing to make their own 
names. 


“You never know who’s 
going to come up and grab 
it,” Howard said, “ft really 
comes down to who’s 
hottest over the week... It’s 
a really strong field and I 
think it’s going to be a 
great Brier.”

“We can 

see our destination on the 
horizon,” Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty told the House 
of Commons, conjuring im¬ 
ages of a future flat line. 

The budget forecasts a 
deficit of $53.8 billion this 
year, down slightly from 
the most recent $5 6-billion 
projection, and red ink to¬ 
talling $49.2 billion in 
2010-11. Flaherty says 
deficits will plunge dramat¬ 
ically after that, falling to a 
modest $ 1.8-billion budget¬ 
ary shortfall in 2014-15. But 
by then, the total federal 
debt is projected to hit $622 
billion — up $136 billion 
from the $486 billion on 
the books when Harper 
took power in 2006.

$i.3M in funds 
available for 
daycare centres 

loans Forty-five daycares 
in Nova Scotia, including 
21 in HRM, are getting 
about $1.3 million in fund¬ 
ing from the provincial 
government to help them 
do repairs and 
renovations. 

The government says 
non-profit and 
commercial daycares can 
use the loans for improve¬ 
ments such as new 
windows, installing acces¬ 
sibility ramps and adding 
energy-efficient furnaces. 

Each daycare is eligible 
for a 75 per cent forgivable 
loan with payment of the 
remaining 25 per cent, or 
can apply for a low-inter¬ 
est repayable loan from 
the Community Services 
Department. 

Commercial centres are 
eligible for a 25 per cent 
forgivable loan. They can 
pay the remaining 75 per 
cent, use third-party fund¬ 
ing, or apply for a low-in¬ 
terest repayable loan from 
the department.

Thursday’s "stand pat” 
federal budget likely 
won’t change life much for 
Nova Scotians this year, 
Deputy Premier Frank Cor¬ 
bett said Thursday night. 

But future cuts to military 
spending and a freeze on 
public service programs 
could hurt the province 
long-term, he added. 

The big bullet Nova Scotia 
and other provinces dodged 
was the Harper government 
not cutting transfer pay¬ 
ments to provinces. 

“It’s not any big shock 
what was in the budget,” 
Corbett told reporters. 
“There’s no tax increases, 
no big cuts to expenditures 
here in Nova Scotia or in At¬ 
lantic Canada. In the world 
we live in today, that’s a 
good thing.” 

But he warned future 
plans to cut billions from 
the militaiy will dispropor¬ 
tionately affect Nova Scotia. 

“We know there’s going 
to be some kind of impact. 
How big or how small an 
impact is fairly difficult to 
gauge,” he said. 

Despite close to $30 mil¬ 
lion allocated federally for 


• HRM Mayor Peter Kelly 
said he was “relieved and 
reasonably pleased” with 
the budget, mostly because 
it kept up gas tax transfers to 

feny projects, Corbett said 
there would be no change 
to the decision to stop subsi¬ 
dizing the CAT ferry be¬ 
tween Yarmouth and Maine.

CUPE says it re¬ 
sults in a loss of control 
over public assets.

health Capital Health is 
asking sick people to stay 
away from hospitals and 
nursing homes after an 
outbreak of norovirus in 
a Musquodoboit Harbour 
nursing home. 

So far five people have 
fallen ill at The Birches 
Nursing Home, with 
one of the cases 
confirmed to be 
norovirus, often known 
as Norwalk virus. 

The virus causes vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea, nausea and 
stomach cramping. In 
some cases it has been 
known to be fatal but 
none of the recent cases 
have been severe. 

“It’s something that 
kind of comes and goes 
pretty quickly but it’s un¬ 
pleasant while you have 
it,” Capital Health 
spokesman John Gillis 
said Thursday. 

The Birches is closed to 
visitors, except for com¬ 
passionate reasons. 

Because the virus is out 
in the community, health 
officials are urging 
people who feel ill, or are 
in close contact with 
someone who is ill, to 
stay away from hospitals 
and nursing homes 
throughout the region for 
at least three days after 
the symptoms end. 

Health staff who exhib¬ 
it symptoms are asked 
not to come to work. 

“Norovirus is highly 
contagious so we just 
want to prevent spread 
proactively as much as 
possible,” Gillis said. 

Capital Health is also 
urging the public to wash 
their hands to reduce the 
spread of infection.

Beginning Friday, the 
Halifax Wastewater Treat¬ 
ment Facility will tem¬ 
porarily close to make “es¬ 
sential deficiency repairs.” 

The repairs are meant to 
ensure a more even distri¬ 
bution of wastewater, bet¬ 
ter operation of the screen¬ 
ing system, and more effi¬ 
cient handling of coarse 
screened material, accord¬ 
ing to a release from Hali¬ 
fax Water on Thursday. 

For the duration of the 
repairs, expected to last ap¬ 
proximately a week, the 
city’s wastewater will be 
diverted from the treat¬ 
ment plant and discharged 


from chambers along the 
Halifax waterfront. 

Halifax Water 

spokesman James Camp¬ 
bell said the repairs are in¬ 
tended to make the facility 
more efficient in both the 
screening and disposal ma¬ 
terials. 

Campbell also said the 
deficiencies are not related 
to the much-publicized 
early 2009 malfunction of 
the plant. 

“These are deficiencies 
that were identified prior 
to the malfunction,” he ex¬ 
plained. “This is just an op¬ 
portune time for the con¬ 
tractor to go ahead and fix 
those.” 

On Jan. 14, 2009, mal¬ 
functions caused the facili¬ 
ty to be flooded with raw 
sewage, destroying much 
of the electrical equip¬ 
ment.

The Halifax Cycling Coali¬ 
tion is petitioning Halifax 
regional council to create 
a bike lane corridor to con¬ 
nect the city peninsula's 
north end to south end. 

Coalition co-chair Steve 
Bedard said the proposed 
bike route, from the 
Fairview Overpass to At¬ 
lantic Street, would in¬ 
crease the safety of cyclists 
and encourage more peo¬ 
ple to switch from four 
wheels to two. 

“One of the biggest barri¬ 
ers that prohibits people 
from cycling more is ... the 
lack of dedicated infra¬ 
structure,” Bedard said. 
“What Halifax really lacks 
right now is a practical 
network that connects 
places where we live to 
places where we work, 
learn and play.” 

Bedard said there are 
several advantages to what 
the coalition is calling the 
“Crosstown-Connector.” 

“With a bike lane comes 
a gigantic amount of bene¬ 
fits, such as increased 
health of Haligonians, but 
also ... a whole slew of eco¬ 
nomic benefits that could 
benefit local businesses 
along our route,” he said. 

Coun. David Hendsbee, 
who sits on the Active 
Transportation Advisory 


Committee, said more at¬ 
tention to bike infrastruc¬ 
ture in the municipality is 
“long overdue.” But he 
added one major challenge 
to the corridor is where to 
put the cars. 

“The issue is going to be 
the parking places and the 
parking meters that (the 
corridor) would displace,” 
he said. 

The committee is look¬ 


ing at several solutions, he 
said, including having bike 
lanes during the day but 
parking at night. 

Bedard concedes parking 
is a potential hiccup. 

“It all comes down to the 
issue of parking. That’s go¬ 
ing to be the toughest sell 
to the community,” Bedard 
said. 

“But again the neigh¬ 
bourhood is pretty accept¬ 


ing of its cycling culture ... 
We’ve had really good 
feedback so far.” 

Hendsbee said he hopes 
the wheels will start turn¬ 
ing on the issue soon. 

“It’s been chatted about 
and referred to in various 
bike report,” he said. “It 
seems that we have to vali¬ 
date it through analysis, 
and sometimes it turns in¬ 
to paralysis.”

More money for HRM

Municipality reaps financial rewards from parking ban

The math of it all 


With one week to go in 
the winter parking ban, 
Haligonians appear to be 
getting the message.

In the same period last 
year, HRM issued 15,796 
tickets. 

Despite issuing fewer 
tickets, HRM expects to 
collect more money after 
doubling the fine to $50, 
up from last year’s $25.

HRM communications 
manager Shaune MacKin- 
lay said the figure may be 
even higher if people do 
not pay their fines on 
time, as the fine increases 
to $82.96 if not paid within 
60 days. 

MacKinlay attributes the 
decrease in tickets to the 
increased financial deter¬ 
rent, as well as increased

awareness about the ban. 

“It’s important to re¬ 
member that, last year, 
tickets were $25, so there 
is a deterrent effect of the 
higher cost of the tickets,” 
she said.

Dartmouth Fire investiga¬ 
tors say fires at separate 
Dartmouth apartments this 
week were both deliberate¬ 
ly set. 

The first fire took place 
at 112 Pinecrest Dr. just af¬ 
ter 5 p.m. Tuesday. An adult 
man died in the blaze, with 
Halifax regional fire 
spokesman Capt. Dave Mel- 
drum saying the fire was 
started in the bedroom of 
an upstairs apartment with 


matches or a lighter. 

“We believe it was the de¬ 
ceased person who started 
the fire,” Meldrum said. 

The name of the victim 
hasn’t been released. Every¬ 
one else in the building got 
out safely. 

Also this week, an apart¬ 
ment fire that forced 12 
people from their homes 
early Wednesday morning 
is now being investigated 
by police as an arson. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said the file for 
the fire at a three-storey 


apartment on the comer of 
Dundas and Portland 
streets was handed over to 
them from fire investiga¬ 
tors late Wednesday. 

“Basically they deter¬ 
mined the fire was deliber¬ 
ately set at which time it 
becomes a police investiga¬ 
tion,” he said. 

No one was hurt in the 
blaze. Four apartments in 
the back of the building 
were extensively damaged. 
A first-floor pub and a laun¬ 
dromat escaped damage. 
Five pets inside the build¬ 
ing also got out unharmed.

Court refuses hearing 
of ex-bikers' challenge 


The Supreme Court of 
Canada has refused to 
hear a constitutional chal¬ 
lenge from two former 
Hells Angels. 

Steven Lindsay and Ray¬ 
mond Bonner were the 
first people convicted un¬ 
der Parliament’s 2002 anti¬ 
gang law. 

The Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peal last year dismissed 
the challenge, upholding 


the convictions for com¬ 
mitting extortion “in asso¬ 
ciation with” a criminal or¬ 
ganization. 

The former bikers had 
sought leave to appeal that 
decision to the Supreme 
Court, but the country’s 
top court today dismissed 
that application. 

At the pair’s trial in Bar¬ 
rie, Ont., in 2005 the Supe¬ 
rior Court judge declared 


the Hells Angels a criminal 
organization for the first 
time in Canada. 

The anti-gang legislation 
the men were challenging 
allows courts to impose up 
to 14 additional years in 
prison to anyone who com¬ 
mits a serious crime “for 
the benefit of, at the direc¬ 
tion of, or in association 
with a criminal organiza¬ 
tion.”

Hostage taking ends peacefully

Plamondon joined Bout- 
hillier’s father, Raynald, 
and the families of five 
other soldiers killed during 
the Afghan mission Thurs¬ 
day at a special ceremony 
held at Kandahar Airfield. 

The ceremony honoured 
Bouthillier, Cpl. Christian 
Bobbitt, Maj. Yannick Pepin, 


Cpl. Jean-Francois Drouin, 
Pte. Alexandre Peloquin and 
Cpl. Martin Joannette. 

It was a chance for the 
families to see where their 
sons and husbands lived 
and worked, a glimpse at 
the country they’d heard so 
much about in the emails 


and phone calls home. 

Plamondon toured the 
base with the families, tak¬ 
ing in the wood-planlc 
boardwalk with its fast- 
food outlets, jewelry stores 
and carpet shops. 

At the ceremony they 
knelt before a memorial to 


slain troops to lay wreaths 
and letters to their lost 
loved ones. 

The governor of Kanda¬ 
har, Tooryalai Wesa, thank¬ 
ed the families for the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice their loved 
ones made to make his 
country a better place. 

“Please know that our 
Afghans will always re¬ 
member and honour the 
sacrifice made by Canadi¬ 
an soldiers and their fami¬ 
lies,” he told them.

lap banding for people 
who are severely obese.

With obesity rates ris¬ 
ing, governments have to 
decide between paying for 
operations such as lap 
banding now, or facing 
higher obesity-related 
costs later, Wurch sug¬ 
gests.

Gaza’s Islamic Hamas gov¬ 
ernment on Thursday 
banned men from 
working in women’s hair 
salons, the latest step in 
its campaign to impose 
strict Islamic customs on 
Gaza’s 1.5 million people. 

Since seizing Gaza in 
2007, Hamas has taken 
steps in that direction while 
avoiding a frontal assault on 
secularism. The majority of 
Gaza residents are conserva¬ 
tive Muslims, but Hamas is 
under growing pressure 
from more radical groups to 
prove its fundamentalist 
credentials by imposing 
ever harsher edicts. 

The latest measure irked 
one of the victims of the 
ban. 

“Next thing you know, 
they will ban doctors from 
treating women, and will 
only let women treat 
women,” said Baralcat al-

dresser. “Tomorrow, they 
will ban everything.” 

Al-Ghoul, who has cut 
women’s hair for 26 years, 
said a ban would be devas¬ 
tating. He said he has no 
other way of making a liv-

ing. Islamic tradition for¬ 
bids women from showing 
their hair to men who are 
not their husbands or blood 
relatives.

Since Israel’s withdrawal 
from Gaza in 2005, small ul¬ 
tra-radical Islamic groups 
have sprung up. Known as 
Jihadi Salafis, they advocate 
holy war and a strict, funda¬ 
mentalist brand of Islam, 
dismissing Hamas as too 
pragmatic. 

They are suspected in 
dozens of bombings of In¬ 
ternet cafes, music stores 
and other alleged purveyors 
of vice. All cinemas and bars 
closed years ago.

Srientists conclude that 
asteroid killed dinosaurs 


extinction An all-star panel 
of researchers says it was 
the crash of a giant asteroid 
that lulled off the dinosaurs. 

Think you’ve heard that 
before? You’re right. In 
1980, Louis Alvarez and his 
son Walter published a pa¬ 
per blaming the dinosaur 
extinction 65 million years 
ago on an asteroid impact. 

The probable crater was 
later found at Chicxulub, 
Mexico, and the idea gained 
wide scientific acceptance. 
In the past few years, how¬ 
ever, suggestions were made 


that the demise of the di¬ 
nosaurs might have been 
caused by the eruption of 
volcanoes, known as the 
Deccan Traps, in India, or 
multiple asteroid impacts. 
That prompted 41 geolo¬ 
gists, paleontologists and 
other researchers to come 
together to review the data. 
Their conclusion, published 
in Friday’s edition of the 
journal Science: It was a gi¬ 
ant asteroid that blasted a 
cloud around the world that 
led to the end of the di¬ 
nosaurs.

Cyber threats another 
concern for NATO 


NATO is facing new 
threats in cyberspace that 
cannot be met by lining 
up soldiers and tanks, the 
alliance’s secretary-gen¬ 
eral said Thursday in an 
apparent reference to ter¬ 
ror groups and criminal 
networks. 

Anders Fogh Rasmussen 
said there were several in¬ 
ternational actors who 
want “to know what’s go¬ 
ing on inside NATO, and 
they also use cyberspace to 
achieve their goals.” 

He refused to give details 
or name groups except to 
say there were “many of 
them.” 

“It’s really a broad range 
of threats. There are many 
actors in cyberspace, and 
we have to develop a ca¬ 
pacity to protect ourselves 
against those attacks,” 
Fogh Rasmussen told re¬ 
porters on the sidelines of 
a one-day NATO seminar in 
Helsinki, Finland. 

The alliance has been 
reticent to discuss its ac¬ 
tions in countering cyber- 
attaclcs and threats, but 


was prompted to tackle 
the problem after hackers 
unleashed a wave of at¬ 
tacks against NATO-mem- 
ber Estonia three years 
ago. 

The barrage crippled 
dozens of government and 
corporate sites in what is 
one of Europe’s most 
wired coun-

The organization also set 
up an agency to manage 
cyber defence across NA¬ 
TO’s communication and 
information systems and 
to help members in de¬ 
fending against cyberat- 
taclcs. 

Fogh Rasmussen reiterat¬ 
ed that “the core function” 


of the alliance would still 
be to defend its members’ 
territories and popula¬ 
tions. But in modernizing 
the alliance, “it’s not suffi¬ 
cient to line up soldiers 
and tanks and military 
along the borders. You re¬ 
ally have to address the 
threat at its roots, and it 
might be in cyberspace.” 

Thursday’s seminar, on 
increasing strategic co-op¬ 
eration between NATO and 
its partners, was chaired 
by the foreign ministers of 
Finland and Sweden — 
both non-NATO members 
that work closely with the 
alliance. 

Swedish Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Carl Bildt said there is 
“no peace” in cyberspace. 

“There are terrorists, 
spies, subversive attempts, 
ongoing attacks as well as 
preparations for much 
more disruptive and de¬ 
structive operations,” Bildt 
said. “There will be no se¬ 
curity for our societies if 
we can’t secure both our 
cyberspace and our orbital

Rains hamper 
searches 
in Uganda 

floods Heavy rains in east¬ 
ern Uganda have triggered 
flooding that has displaced 
more than 20,000 people 
and hampered search 
efforts to find victims of 
massive landslides feared 
to have killed hundreds, of¬ 
ficials said Thursday. 
Persistent heavy rains since 
early in the week have 
flooded more than 30 
villages in the country’s 
east, leading to the 
displacement of more than 
20,000 people, said Joel 
Aguma, the police 
commander for eastern 
Uganda. Villagers have 
headed to higher ground 
and are waiting for 
assistance from aid groups 
and the government, he 
said. Rains on Monday trig¬ 
gered massive landslides 
that buried three villages in 
the Bududa region, burying 
what officials believe to be 
several hundred people. 
Rescuers have recovered 92 
bodies so far but were un¬ 
able to continue searching 
Thursday because of the 
rain, said Kevin Nabutuwa 
of the Uganda Red Cross.

Expense rules positive, but belated 



t happened so long ago 
Alexa McDonough was 
still the leader of a rag¬ 
tag band of New De¬ 
mocrats in the provin¬ 
cial legislature. And I was a 
still-young-ish reporter. 

McDonough had just in¬ 
troduced a private mem¬ 


ber’s bill to reform the 
ways in which political par¬ 
ties got financed. Its 
specifics have long since es¬ 
caped my memoiy. But I do 
recall everyone knew the 
legislation — like virtually 
all such proposals that ar¬ 
rived without the impri¬ 
matur of the party in power 
— had no chance of pass¬ 
ing. Her critics accused her 
of grandstanding. 

Why should we believe 
you’re serious, I asked her? 

You shouldn’t, she 
replied matter-of-factly. 
That’s why we need laws. 
To make sure whichever 


party forms the next gov¬ 
ernment, or the one after 
that, can’t just do what will 
benefit its own interests. 
Voters, she said, shouldn’t 
have to depend on the too 
often empty promises of 
campaigning politicians. Of 
any stripe. 

I couldn’t help but think 
of that as I watched the 
MLAs expense scandal un¬ 
fold. The NDP is now the 
government. It has the pow¬ 
er to reform the system. But 
its record to date is mixed. 

The NDP started off well 
enough. It eliminated the 
policy of providing cabinet 


ministers with cars, for ex¬ 
ample. That was a logical 
next step in a reform 
process that had begun 
with Ernie Fage’s 2006 
fender bender. 

The fact the minister was 
driving an expensive, tax- 
payer-provided vehicle at 
the time had already 
prompted Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald’s Tories to tighten the 
rules on cabinet ministers’ 
pricey rides. (Scandal, of 
course, has long been the 
best — often the only — 
driver of reform.) 

And the NDP, during its 
first legislative session last 


fall, killed a number of the 
most outrageous perks of 
office, including the too- 
generous severance pack¬ 
age for retiring or defeated 
MLAs and payments for 
chairing ghost committees, 
and cut back on members’ 
technology allowances in 
the name of fiscal restraint. 

But the government has 
continued to resist efforts 
to open up the process for 
appointing people to 
provincial boards and com¬ 
missions — reforms it had 
championed in opposition 
— and it waited until after 
the firestorm over the audi¬ 


tor general’s report to 
make changes to an MLA 
expenses system it knew 
was corrupt. 

The new and more trans¬ 
parent expenses rules an¬ 
nounced this week are an¬ 
other positive, if belated 
step, but not until those 
changes get enshrined in 
legislation and regulation. 

As McDonough rightly 
said, we shouldn’t ever 
have to depend solely on 
politicians’ promises.

Here are some tips when 
looking for a cellphone 
package. 

Check your bill regularly 
— and carefully. Spotting a 
problem quickly can help 
your case. 

Document everything. 

When dealing with a cus¬ 
tomer service representa¬ 
tive get as much as you can 
in writing or write down 
the details yourself. Get the 
rep’s name, the details of 
your plan, how they’ve of¬ 
fered to fix your issue, and 
date your notes in case you 
have to refer to them later. 


Talk to a manager or su¬ 
pervisor. If you’re getting 
nowhere with front-line 
reps, ask to speak with a 
manager. And if you are re¬ 
fusing to pay your bills in 
the interim, cellphone 
companies could suspend 
your service or report you 
to a collection agency. 

Complain to a third par¬ 
ty. Report your grief to the 
Commissioner of Com¬ 
plaints for Telecommunica¬ 
tions Services. If you’re get¬ 
ting the runaround, it can 
make the company deal 
with it, and if you don’t like 
the outcome it may investi¬ 
gate further. 

Check out the competi¬ 
tion. There are online serv¬ 


ices that can suggest better 
plans for you than the one 
you might currently have. 

Make the cellphone 
companies compete for 
your business. Tell them 
you’ll be talking to others 
to find the best deal. And 
even when you’re ready to 
sign on, get the shortest 
term possible to keep flexi¬ 
ble as your needs change 
and rates get more compet¬ 
itive.

Greece passes key test with successful bond issue 


Austerity measures 


Athens Greece raised badly 
needed cash with a bond 
issue Thursday, passing a 
key test of its ability to 
avoid a disastrous debt de¬ 
fault and dig out of a finan¬ 
cial crisis that has shaken 
the European Union. 

The bond was oversub¬ 
scribed — meaning de¬ 
mand exceeded available 
bonds — within an hour of 
the book opening, with 7 
billion euros ($9.5 billion 
U.S) in offers received. The 
government was seeking a 
maximum of 5 billion eu¬ 
ros, said the chief of 
Greece’s debt management 
agency, Petros 

Christodoulou. 


• The announcement of the 
issue comes a day after 
debt-ridden Greece detailed 
a whole new round of 
painful austerity measures, 

Government spokesman 
George Petalotis said mar¬ 
ket response to the issue 
was encouraging. 

“We are pleased because 
there is very heavy de¬ 
mand, and that means 
something, it is an indica¬ 
tion.”

Salary cap bites dust 

NFL heads into uncharted territory on Friday 


The NFL has swallowed 
the poison pill. 

When the league and 
the players association 
reached a new collective 
bargaining agreement in 
2006, a clause called for 
eliminating the salary cap 
in 2010. Both sides as¬ 
sumed an uncapped sea¬ 
son would be so distaste¬ 
ful that a new contract 
would be finalized long 
before the cap disap¬ 
peared. 

Even when the owners 
opted out of the CBA in 
2008, little thought was 
given to an actual removal 
of the salary cap that gen¬ 
erally has been beneficial 
for both owners and play¬ 
ers. 

On Friday, pro football’s 
salary cap dies. Free 
agency begins under a 
whole new set of rules, 
and no one is sure where 
it will lead — perhaps 
even to a work stoppage 
in 2011.

-he news that the 

Canadian govern¬ 
ment will extend its 
commitment to 
high-performance 
sport is welcome indeed. 

National pride requires an 
investment. 

While we all revelled in 
the performances by this 
country’s athletes at the 
home Olympics, it’s safe to 
say there will be more mo¬ 
ments to enjoy in the future. 

But Canadians must avoid 
a tendency to jump off the 
bandwagon once the 
Olympics have left town. It 
demands an understanding 
that winning needs support 
and role models don’t just 
appear — they are nurtured 
in a willing environment. 

In tough economic times 
it’s an interesting — even 
debatable — call. 

It can easily be argued 
that more pressing needs 
for public funds exist in our 
fragile society. The vast ma¬ 
jority of Canadians do not 
participate in this kind of 
sport and only the elite can 
represent the country on 
the international stage. 
Own the Podium, and its in¬ 
tended pursuit of excel¬ 
lence, is not a staple of na¬ 
tional survival. 

So why make the leap? 

The answer is an accept¬ 
ance that the dividends paid 
on this kind speculative, 
monetary, commitment are 
not immediately apparent. 
But when the payoff comes, 
as it did in Vancouver and 
Whistler, the benefit is im¬ 
mense. 

It is encompassed in a na¬ 
tional sense of well-being 
that most Canadians eagerly 


embrace. 

But the government can¬ 
not be the only patron. 

“The money needs to 
come in larger part from 
businesses, and if this can 
happen the impact will be 
profound,” said six-time 
Olympic medallist Clara 
Hughes. “To get anywhere 
near the realistic amount of 
money it takes, the source 
cannot be the government 
alone.” 

Chris Rudge, CEO of the 
Canadian Olympic Commit¬ 
tee, agrees. 

“This is a big and wel¬ 
come step in the right direc¬ 
tion,” he said. “While most 
other countries are continu¬ 
ing to build, at least main¬ 
taining the program at its 
initial funding level is very 
important in this transition¬ 
al time.” 

Bobsled pilot Lyndon 
Rush captured the first 
Canadian medal in 46 years 
in the four-man event. “I am 
a direct result of Own the 
Podium,” said the native of 
Humboldt, Sasic. “When 
they got the money they re¬ 
cruited me. I worked hard 
and the payback is this 
bronze medal. I think it was 
worth it.” 

As Rush was speaking he 
cradled the medal that hung 
around his neck like a na¬ 
tional treasure. 

Maybe it is, just as the oth¬ 
er 25 medals won at the 
home Olympics are. So, too, 
are the record 14 gold 
medals, which allowed O 
Canada to be the most fre¬ 
quently played anthem at 
the Games. 

But all that patriotism 
comes at a price and it 
hinges on great perform¬ 
ance. 

Finally, it seems, Canadi¬ 
ans are willing to pay.

Izzard got cure 
for awards season 


viewpoint Eddie Izzard 
has a cure for those 
awards-season blues amid 
the seemingly endless 
string of ceremonies lead¬ 
ing up to the Academy 
Awards. 

Izzard — the host of one 
of the season’s final shows, 
Friday’s Spirit Awards hon¬ 
ouring independent film — 
suggests that Hollywood 
simply add more cere¬ 
monies.

Robert Pattinson has been 
playing Americans so 
often that he's forgotten 
how to talk like a Brit.

Tim Burton was born to 
adapt the surrealist fanta¬ 
sy Alice In Wonderland. 
The visually inspired film¬ 
maker is known for the 
twisted imagination and 
affection for the bizarre 
needed to translate Lewis 
Carroll's classic universe 
to the screen. 

From a technical stand¬ 
point, his film is a triumph. 
The eye-candy will capti¬ 
vate anyone watching with 


those new-fangled 3-D 
glasses. 

However, there’s little 
going on to stimulate audi¬ 
ences beyond the visual 
flourishes. It’s a shame be¬ 
cause Burton is capable of 
more than just surface 
style and the source mate¬ 
rial offers plenty to ex¬ 
plore. But when the pack¬ 
age is this pretty, a lack of 
depth is forgivable. 

Surprisingly this is not a 
straight adaptation, but a 
sequel to Carroll’s original 
stories. The movie stars 
Mia Wasikowska as an old¬ 
er Alice verging on adult¬ 
hood. 

Frustrated by the suffo¬ 
cating social codes of Victo¬ 
rian society, Alice escapes 
to Wonderland with no 
memory of her previous 
adventures.

She is reintroduced to all 
of her old friends and must 
embark on a quest to over¬ 
throw the Red Queen. It all 
amounts to a message 
about favouring individual¬ 
ity over succumbing to the 
expectations of others, 
which is sweet but unnec¬ 
essary. The world of the 
film is so exquisitely real¬ 
ized that it’s disappointing 


to find such a conventional 
story at the centre. 

Still, no one is going to 
see this movie for complex 
storytelling and it delivers 
on plenty of other levels. A 
cast of comedians and char¬ 
acter actors like Alan Rick¬ 
man and Stephen Fry play 
all the recognizable Won¬ 
derland characters and 
clearly had a blast with 


their roles. 

Burton regulars Johnny 
Depp and Helena Bonham 
Carter take on the Mad 
Hatter and Red Queen re¬ 
spectively and unsurpris¬ 
ingly steal all or their 
scenes (even if Depp’s role 
was unnecessarily expand¬ 
ed to accommodate his 
fame). 

It’s easy to get lost in the 


stunning visuals and eccen¬ 
tric performances, but 
hopefully Tim Burton will 
rediscover his interest in 
characterization and story¬ 
telling soon. As impressive 
as this film is, he’s capable 
of more.

review The best thing that 
can be said about Brook¬ 
lyn’s Finest is that it is bar¬ 
gain priced. Like a Costco 
DVD combo pack, viewers 
are treated to three deriva¬ 
tive police stories for the 
price of one. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, if you enjoy realistic 
and artfully crafted crime 
films, you’ll have to look 
elsewhere. 

This movie plays like 
three sub-par episodes of 
NYPD Blue combined into 
an exhausting 140 min¬ 
utes. Much of the acting is 
excellent and almost 
makes some of the charac¬ 
ters believable. But for the 
most part, this is a waste of 
talent destined to stock 
clearance sale DVD bins. 

Antoine Fuqua (Training 
Day) directs Brooklyn’s 
Finest as if it is an earnest 
drama, emphasizing the 
absurdity of the project. 
Nothing is harder to buy 
than cliches played as 
truth and the three inter¬ 
twined plots are marred 
with this issue. 

Ethan Hawke plays a 
poor police officer with an 


ever-expanding family 
who starts stealing confis¬ 
cated drug money to buy a 
new house. 

Don Cheadle plays an 
undercover officer asked 
to send a longtime friend 
to prison. And finally, 
Richard Gere plays as dis¬ 
enchanted retiring cop as¬ 
signed to train a fresh 
faced new recruit. The con¬ 
cepts are all familiar and 
they play out in obvious 
ways. 

It has to be said that 
both Ethan Hawke and 
Don Cheadle manage to 
rise above the material and 
give solid performances 
that almost make their sec¬ 
tions work. 


But “almost” is the key 
word and sadly most of 
their good work goes to 
waste. 

Richard Gere on the oth¬ 
er hand is placid through¬ 
out. His character is sup¬ 
posed to be embarrassed 
by his profession and qui¬ 
etly goes about his work 
waiting for it all to be 
over. 

There’s a sense that the 
actor feels that way about 
the movie itself and is too 
frustrated by the proceed¬ 
ings to put in any effort.

North America hasn't 
exactly been friendly to 
the dance pop genre in the 
last decade unless there 
has been a fresh-faced 
teen front and centre to 
exploit.

an identity of her own with 
the help of producers like 
Hot Chip’s Joe Goddard and 
Gaga’s guru RedOne.

S o the pickle won. 
Good for the pick¬ 
le. To recap: Last 
month, there was a 
Faceboolc cam¬ 
paign spearheaded by 
someone named Coral 
Anne to see if a lowly, 
anonymous dill could at¬ 
tract more Faceboolc 
friends than Nickelback. 
The “Can this pickle get 


more fans than Niclcleback 
(sic)?” crusade became 
something of an Internet 
sensation and blew past 
Nickelback’s 1.4 million 
friends in rather short or¬ 
der. Everyone from Rolling 
Stone and MTV to U.K. 
newspapers picked up on 
the story. 

Given the nature of In¬ 
ternet memes and the hate 
so many people seem to 
have for Nickelback, the 
pickle’s victory wasn’t 
much of a surprise. But be¬ 
fore lest lovers of cured cu¬ 
cumbers get too smug over 
their victory, remember 
this: We will always need 
bands like Nickelback. And 
here’s why. 


First, Nickelback sells 
more records than just 
about any other rock band 
these days. The Dark Horse 
album has sold 420,000 
copies in Canada and an¬ 
other 2.6 million in the U.S. 
Overall, they’ve sold 2.5 
million records in Canada, 
20 million in America and 
30 million worldwide. They 
gross in the region of $100 
million in concert ticket 
sales each year. In other 
words, it’s pretty clear that 
someone must like them. 

Second, consider the 
economic spinoff. In U.S., 
Nickelback is signed to 
Roadrunner, a label that 
specializes mainly in heavy 
music — metal, especially 


If you’re a fan of metal 
— Rob Zombie, CKY, Kill- 
switch Engage, Airbourne, 
Trivium — you have Road- 
runner to thank. Great 
groups with solid cred 
with metal fans, but none 
of them sell records in 
tremendous numbers. 
Therefore, their careers — 
their very existence — 
needs to be subsidized by 
the profits generated by 
the few big bands on Road- 
runner that consistently 
turn a profit. This includes 
Slipknot, Megadeth — and 
Nickelback. 

This means that metal 
fans should want Nickel¬ 
back to sell as many 
records as possible so that

back numerous heavy metal acts. 


Roadrunner can help keep 
bands like Cradle of Filth, 
Opeth and Hatebreed in 
business. 

There’s also an impor¬ 
tant Canadian connection 
here. Are you a fan of Billy 
Talent and Alexis onfire? 
Want them to do well in 
America? Then root for 
Nickelback because both 
bands are signed to Road¬ 
runner in the U.S. Nickel¬ 


back profits are being used 
to support both bands in 
their quest for continent¬ 
wide success. 

This doesn’t mean you 
have to like Nickelback. 
But they do play an impor¬ 
tant part in the whole 
ecosystem of metal.

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 large onion, chopped 

1 red pepper, chopped 

2 large garlic cloves, 
crushed 

1 red chili pepper, seeded 
and chopped 
5 oz (150 g) chorizo, or 
spicy cured sausage, 
cubed 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) 
basmati rice, rinsed 
14 oz (398 ml) can 
coconut milk 

2 1/2 cups (600 ml) 
boiling chicken stock 

2 sprigs of fresh thyme, 
plus extra to garnish 
1 bay leaf 

14 oz (398 ml) can black- 
eyed peas, drained 


METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large, heavy- 
based pot, and cook 
onion, pepper, garlic and 
chili pepper 5 minutes or 
until just softened. 

2. Add cubed sausage, 
then rice, and stir-fry 1-2 
minutes. Pour in coconut 
milk and stock. Season 
and bring to boil. Stir in 
herbs, then cover and 
simmer 10 minutes. 

3. Stir in beans and cook 
5 minutes or until rice is 
tender and beans heated 
through. Serve, sprinkled 
with little thyme, serves 4
